HARRINGTON PARK, N. J., 
March 6.—Ellen Tilton Holmsen, 
who was once ordered from a Reno 
courtroom for wearing shorts, was 


ushered out of this Bergen County 
town last week for wearing slacks 
and sandals, Police Chief Robert 
Burkhardt disclosed today. 

Burkhart was out of town last 
Thursday, he said, when calls came 
to headquarters from persons com- 
plaining about the attire—covered 
by an overcoat—the young woman 
wore while looking for a place to 
rent. She had been living in near- 
by Maywood. 

Her mode of dress brought com- 
plaints from citizens there and in 
Rochelle Park, police chiefs of both 
municipalities said. Chief William 
Powell of Rochelle Park took no ac- 
tion because he said “she preferred 
to dress that way” and he saw 
nothing illegal in her doing so. 

When she came to Harrington 
Park it fell to the lot of Special 
Policeman Ernest Block to decide 
what to do.

INDUSTRY REPORTS INCREASE 
OF JOBLESS IN JANUARY 


Research Board Supported by Cor- 
porations Estimates Country’s 
Employed at 43,667,000. 

By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, March 6. — The 
National Industrial Conference 
Board, a research organization 
supported by corporations, reported 
today that employment in the Unit- 
ed States declined 1.5 per cent in 
January, compared with December, 
bringing the total of the nation’s 
employed workers to 43,667,000. 
At the same time, because of the 
availability of new potential work- 
ers, unemployment increased 7.4 
per cent from 9,913,000 in Decem- 


A survey of work done by Judges 
in civil jury divisions of the Cir- 
cuit Court, completed today, shows 
an amazing decline in the number 
of cases disposed of in the last 10 
years, and in the number of days 
the Judges actually worked in jury 
trials. 

Analysis was made by the 
Post-Dispatch of a report on the 
handling of cases, beginning with 


1929, prepared by Circuit Clerk H. 
Sam Priest and presented to the 
Judges. 

From a peak of 1545 cases dis- 
posed of in 1933, there was a drop 
to 848 last year—a . decrease of 
45.1 per cent. The result has been 
to delay justice, and permit the 
docket to become seriously con- 
gested. 

The civil jury room Judges de- 
voted an aggregate of 1939 days 
to trials in 1932, the peak year in 
this respect, but only 968 days in 
1937 and 1000 days in 1938. The 
drop from 1932 to 1937 was just 
50 per cent. 

This marked decline in the 
courts’ activity has occurred es- 
sentially within the period in which 
the personnel and political com- 
plexion of the circuit bench has 
been changed completely. None of 
the present Judges was in the court 
prior to Jan. 1, 1933; all now are 
Democrats, but at the beginning of 
the period covered by the survey 
the court was largely Republican. 

As of Feb. 18, there were 9082 
jury cases awaiting trial or other 
disposition. As usual, the great 
majority of these will be weeded 
out or dropped in the assignment 
room, Division No. 1, where all 
suits first go, but, at last year’s 
rate of progress, it would take the 
jury rooms 19%4 months to handle 
their *share, even if no new suits 
were filed—and there were 4630 
civil jury suits filed last year alone. 

Judges to Confer on Reorpt. 

Presiding Judge Robert J, Kirk- 
wood this afternoon called a special 
meeting of the Judges in general, 
term Thursday afternoon to con- 
sider the report. He said he had 
been requested by several Judges to 
call such a meeting. 

Judge Kirkwood said that the 
number of cases pending should not 
be interpreted to mean that the 
court was 19 months behind in its 
docket. Many of the cases, he said, 
cannot be tried until receivership 
proceedings involving the litigants 
are completed, or for other rea- 
sons.

County Prosecutor Wallach 
Calls on Richmond

CITES LAW ON EXITS 
FOR SUCH BUILDINGS 


Apartments Now Have 
One Inside Fireproof 
Stairway for Set of 6, 
and in Some Cases, 9. 


Immediate installation of fire 
escapes at Manhassett Village, 354- 
family apartment group in West 
Richmond Heights, was demanded 
today by Prosecuting Attorney 
Stanley Wallach of St. Louis Coun- 
ty in a letter to Richmond Heights 
city officials. 


The letter, addressed to Mayor 
Brainerd W. La Tourette and other 
officials, recited pertinent sections 
of Missouri statutes and declared 
that unless the law was immedi- 
ately complied with, “I shall take 
such actiom on behalf of the State 
for the protection of public safety 
as is consistent with the law and 
the facts.” 

The Manhassett buildings are of 
non-fireproof construction and have 
only one inside fireproof stairway 
for each unit of six, and in some 
cases nine, apartments. 

Wallach’s Letter in Detail. 

The text of Wallach’s letter fol- 
lows: 

“It has come to the attention of 
this office that Manhassett Village 
Corporation has constructed and is 
now managing and operating a 
group of tenement houses and 
buildings known as Manhassett Vil- 
lage at Eager road and McCutcheon 


avenue in your city of Richmond) 


Heights, and that such construc- 
tion and operation is not in full 
compliance with Sections 13757, 
13768, 13759 and 13760 of Article 1, 
Chapter 113 of the Revised Statutes 
of Missouri for 1929 on public safe- 
ty, in that the buildings are not 
provided with fire escapes accord- 
ing to law. 

“In this connection I desire to 
call your @ttention to that portion 
c* Section 13758 which in part pro- 
vides as follows: 

“When fire escapes are to be at- 
tached to buildings within a city 
they shall be constructed under the 
supervision of and subject to the 
approval of the Commissioner or 


U.S. EXPERTS FIND

AMMONIUM NITRATE, 
CHARCOAL, ALUMINUM 


Has Blasting Effect Against 
Human Beings, Does 
Little Damage to Shel- 
ters or Heavy Buildings.

WASHINGTON, March 6.—Mili- 
tary circles heard today that army 
ordnance experts had solved the 
secret of a German-made aerial 
bomb which caused frightful de- 
struction in Spanish civil war raids 
on Barcelona. 

The Army and Navy Journal re- 
ported it had been learned that the 
bomb contained no liquid oxygen— 
as first believed—but was charged 
with ammonium nitrate mixed with 
powered charcoal and powdered 
aluminum, inclosed in a light mag- 
nesium alloy shell. 

Officials declined comment, but 
one authority said confidently 
there was definite reason to believe 
army and commercial experts here 
were “fully abreast” of foreign de- 
velopments. 

Air Corps Chief's Views. 

First official word that Germany 
had a mysterious new bomb came 
when the Senate Military Affairs 
Committee was told of it Jan. 25 
by Major-General Henry H. Arnold, 
chief of the Air Corps. Arnold 
said that a preliminary investiga- 
tion indicated the German bomb, 
which caused scores of deaths in 
Barcelona, contained compressed or 
liquid air. He added that the 
army’s information was scant. 

Senator Clark (Dem.), Missouri 
said he had been informed by an 
inventor the explosive was so pow- 
erful it “would: render every plane 
in the world obsolete.” 

Commenting on Clark’s state- 
ment, Arnold said the War Depart- 
ment had received reports that the 
missile “was so powerful that it 
killed every human being within 
the range of a quarter of.a mile 
and knocked people unconscious 
for a distance of a half mile.” , 

“We get so many reports from 
abroad that it is rather difficult 
to determine which one you will 
accept 100 per cent and which one 
you. accept with a grain of salt,” 
he added.

SUPREME COURT LETS 
NLRB ORDER STAND 


Refuses to Review Writ to 
Reinstate 147 Men With 
$185,000 Back Pay. 


By the Associated Press, 

WASHINGTON, March 6.—The 
Supreme Court refused today to re- 
view an attack by the Carlisle Lum- 
ber Co, of Onalaska, Wash., on a 
National Labor Relations Board 
order requiring reinstatement of 
147 discharged employed with $185,- 
000 back pay. 

The Court refused to pass on a 
decision by the Ninth United States 
Circuit Court upholding the order. 
As is customary, no explanation 
was given. 

No opinions were delivered by 
the Court. This postponed at least 
until next Monday a final decision 
on the right of the Government to 
deport an alien, Joseph G, Strecker 
of Hot Springs, Ark., because he is 
a Communist. 

Action on the Carlisle case had 
been awaited for several weeks. 
Three other Labor Board cases 
were decided last Monday. In those 
cases, the Court set aside Labor 
Board orders directing the  rein- 
statement of striking employes, In 
addition, the Court condemned the 
sit-down strike. 

Union Members Discharged. 

In the Carlisle case, the board 
found that the company had dis- 
charged employes who were mem- 
bers of the Lumber and Sawmill 
Workers’ Union and had dominat- 
ed a “pretended labor organization” 
known as the Associated Employes 
of Onalaska, Inc. ; 

The union local filed a complaint 
with the board in 1936, after a strike 
and subsequent dispute between 
striking pickets and new employes. 

The company contended the strike 
started May 3, 1935, two months be- 
fore the Labor Act became effec- 
tive; that the plant was closed in- 
definitely, and that there was no 
employer-employe relationship when 
the act became effective, 

Will Bankrupt It, Firm Says. 

“Where an employer determines 
to shut down his plant indefinitely 
and to have nothing to do with his 
striking employes and thereupon 
discharges them and pays them 
off,” said the company’s petition 
“the relation is absolutely termi- 
nated and cannot be revived by leg. 
islative fiat. Such legislation would 
offend the fifth amendment to the 
Constitution of the United States.” 

The Supreme Court last term re- 
fused to pass on the order, which 
was then challenged on the ground 
the company did not come within 
the jurisdiction of the board. In 
the current appeal the firm also 
challenged jurisdiction and further 
said that to give $185,000 in back 
pay “means bankruptcy.” 


Kansas City Lawyer Is Denied Re- 
view of Income Tax Suit. 

The Supreme Court refused to 
consider a decision denying to 
James F, Pickett, Kansas City, Mo., 
recovery of $8180 in Federal income 
taxes for 1932 and 1933. 

Pickett, who based his claim on 
the contention that income of $65,- 
661 constituted compensation for 
services as an officer or employe 
of Jackson County, Mo, appealed 
from the eighth United States Cir- 
cuit Court. He contended his com- 
pensation was exempt under the 
immunity accorded agencies of the 
State in the exercise of soveign 
powers. 

The Government position, which 
was sustained by the lower court, 
was that the relation between Pick- 
ett and the county was that of 
lawyer and client, rather than that 
of employe and employer. Pickett 
acted as attorney for the County 
Tax Collector and received com- 
pensation for the coliection of de- 
lingquent taxes.

Each Mon- 
day Gandhi refuses to speak for 
several hours in order to conserve 
his strength. 

Governments May Resign. 

It was believed if the Nationalist 
leader continued to fast, the All- 
India National Congress (National- 
ist) party governments in power 
in eight of the 11 provinces of Brit- 
ish India would resign in sympathy 
with him. 

Since no other parties were strong 
enough to form governments, the 
Governors would have to adminis- 
ter the provinces personally. 
Thakore Saheb, 29, whom Gandhi 
calls “my son,” showed no signs of 
giving in to Gandhi’s demands that 
the people of Rajkot be given a 
greater voi-e in the government. 

Gandhi’s wife, Kasturibhai, was 
again in Rajkot’s jail with déthers 
arrested for participation in a civil 
disobedience campaign.

130 HURT, 17 HELD

OKLAHOMA CITY, Ok., March 
6. — Robert J. McAusland turned 
over his foundry to his employes 
in return for a lifetime job at 
$200 a month and now the employes 
say McAusland has absented him- 
self and no longer is of service to 
the firm.

NEVER GOT LAW DEGREE 


Workers’ Defense Leaguer Ob-

Milgram also questioned Hague’s 
claim, set forth on his application 
for admission to the New Jersey 
bar, that he had served a clerk- 
ship of 14 months in the law office 
of John Milton, Mayor Hague’s at- 
torney and personal adviser, in 
Jersey City. 

“This information, picturing 
young Hague as an inspiring law 
clerk slaving away his summers,” 
the letter stated, “will come as a 
real surprise to many New Jersey 
citizens who would like time to 
examine newspaper files of those 
years to ascertain if our young 
hero really was in Jersey City dur- 
ing those summers.” 

At the time Hague’s name was 
sent to the Senate by Gov. Moore 
it was said the young man had at- 
tended Princeton University, the 
University of Virginia and Wash- 
ington and Lee University and was 
described by the Governor as hav- 
ing a “fine legal background.”

“The permanent committee also 
sent him a note signed by all its 
members in which it declared it 
was disposed to collaborate in the 
political work he was undertaking 
only if it were exclusively directed 
toward liquidating the Spanish sit- 
uation with the least damage and 
as few sacrifices as possible. 

“I must stress that among the 
Socialists who signed the note all 
branches of the party were repre- 
sented, including persons having 
the absolute confidence of Negrin. 

“Our attitude, therefore, was per- 
fectly clear and it may be that 
knowledge of this note caused the 
coup d’etat to break out in Madrid. 

“Our agreement with the Madrid 
junta (defense council) is absolute 
although we have no direct commu- 
nication with it at present. 

“From this movement we expect 
peace for all Spaniards.” 

Another Sign of Peace, 

The nomination of Julian Besteiro 
to the “Big Six” Council was seen 
in some quarters as a sign of the 
new Madrid Government’s intent 
on peace, 

Besteiro, a moderate Socialist, 
long has been known to _ favor 
peace. These sources said he prob- 
ably would be more acceptable to 
the Nationalists as peacemaker 
than Negrin.

MADRID IS CALM 
DESPITE CHANGE 


By the Associated Press. 

MADRID, March 6-—A “Big 
Six” Defense Council dedicated to 
an “honorable peace or a fight to 
the death” replaced today,-after a 
bloodless coup, the Government of 
Premier Juan Negrin, who had 
held out for “resistance to the end” 
in the Spanish civil war. 

Gen. Segismundo Casado, the mili- 
tary Governor of Madrid, seized 
power in a swift move. He broad- 
cast that: “The die is cast. We 
shall all save ourselves or sink to- 
gether. Our struggle will not end 
until independence is assured.” 

Madrid was calm but somewhat 
bewildered by the rapidity of devel- 
opments. 

Julian Besteiro, a council mem- 
ber, in an address said: “There is 
no disorder. The army stands firm 
and holds the solution in its hands. 
Representatives of left-wing Re- 
publicans, Socialists and U. G. T. 
and C. N. T. (labor unions) stand 
with me, ready to render assist- 
ance.” 

Gen. Jose Miaja, commander of 
air, land and sea forces in Repub- 
lican Spain, arrived from Valencia 
and immediately conferred with 
the defense council. 

It was announced later that “all is 
quiet everywhere in the central 
izone, with the National Defense 
Council holding the reins of power 
throughout.” 

Well-informed circles said the Ne- 
grin cabinet had sent its resignation 
to Diego Martinez Barrio, president 
of Parliament, after the ministers 
held their last meeting as a cabinet 
late last night near Alicante. 

The revolt against Negrin began 
Saturday at Cartagena, the Repub- 
lican naval base, when a group of 
officers and soldiers attempted to 
capture the city. The uprising, an 
lannouncement by the Negrin Gov- 
ernment said, was “promptly and 
completely quelled,” with the fleet 
remaining loyal. 

Advises from Burgos, Nationalist 
capital, said, however, that Nation- 
alist sympathizers gradually were 
taking over Cartagena. 

Five planeloads of officers flee- 
ing from Cartagena landed in 
French Algeria, where French au- 
thorities arrested and disarmed 
them. The Spanish officers said 
only that revolt had broken out 
Republican authorities and 
that the fleet had put out to sea 
for an unknown destination. 

Gen. Casado told the Associated 
Press that the Cartagena revolt 
was not a Fascist one, but directed 
mainly against Negrin. 

“Of course there were a few Fas- 
cist elements who took advantage 
of the situation,” he said, “but it 
was exclusively against the Negrin 
Government and a protest against 
certain dismissals and replacements 


Franco’s troops continued mass-/}- 


ordered by Negrin. The revolt was 
quelled.” 

A manifesto immediately after 
the defense council took control 
scathingly referred to the Negrin 
Cabinet as a “handful of men in 
whom no one had confidence any 
longer,” and declared that Negrin 
had proved his inability to rule. It 
indicated that members of the 
Government had been using their 
position to cloak their preparations 
for flight. 

“We cannot suffer several privi- 
leged individuals to prepare peace- 
fully to flee and gain an easy exile 
abroad,” the statement said. 

Casado’s contempt for the over- 
thrown Cabinet was such that he 
scarcely mentioned its members in 
his speech. He insisted the people 
“shall not surrender arms unless an 
assured peace based on independ- 
ence and integrity of the country 
is possible.” 

He urged -“Spaniards on the 
otner side” to join the Defense 
Council so as to eject “invaders”— 
foreign fighters. 

A Burgos dispatch said Negrin 
did not acknowledge Gen. Francis- 
co Franco’s ultimatum for surrend- 
er which expired yesterday. 

The well-known Anarchist com- 
mander Cipriano Mera also broad- 
cast and denounced Negrin in 
bitter terms. 

Mera, a former plasterer who rose 
to command the People’s Army, 
called Negrin’s attitude “treacher- 
ous and criminal” and said his 
policy was “aimed exclusively at 
making a booty of national treas- 
ures and attempting to escape while 
the people were left handsuffed at 
the front before the enemy.” 

He continued: “It is imperative 
to oppose one who robs, sells or be- 
trays his own country, and Negrin 
has certainly done all three. 

“He is a perjurer and unscrupu- 
lous ruler. I, Cipriano Mera, for- 
merly a plasterer and at present 
one of the commanders of the Mad- 
rid People’s Army, must defend 
jand went to defend the people as 
a son of the people.” 

Mera, who addressed himself to 
“anti-Fascist workers and dignified 
Spaniards,” said the Catalonian de- 
feat in January suffered by the

Such treason, he said, culminated 
in the “callous conduct of Negrin, 
whose attitude very nearly wrecked 
the Spanish workers’ movement 
and endangered anti-Fascist dig- 
nity.”

In 
the face of such a situation we can 
only offer discipline to those who 
really are serving the country.”

Convention Denounced by.

ent Union.

DETROIT, March 6.—The United 
Automobile Workers’ faction, led 
by President, Homer Martin, now 
in convention here, adopted an 
amendment to the union’s constitu- 
tion today to forbid the election of 
officers who are affiliated with the 
Communist Party or Nazi or Fas- 
cist organizations. 

Martin has accused his opponents 
on the ClO-supported UAWA ex- 
ecutive board of being “under the 
influence of Communists.” 

Delegates, settling down to the 
task of setting up Martin’s group 
as an independent union, adopted 
an amendment stating that “no 
member shall be eligible to hold 
office in this union or act in any 
official capacity for this union or 
any subordinate body thereof who 
shall be subject to orders or dis- 
cipline of any party or organiza- 
tion such as the Communist Party, 
Nazi or Fascist organization, which

TO BE ROOSEVELT SECRETARY 


Col. Edwin M. Watson to Be 
» Named to Succeed President’s

WASHINGTON, March 6.—The 
White House announced today that 
Col. Edwin M. Watson, President 
Roosevelt’s military aid, would be 
appointed a presidential secretary 
to succeed the President’s. son, 


makes its interests and policies on 
union matters binding upon its 
members irrespective of the deci- 
sions, interests and policies of the 
union.” 

Another constitutional amend- 
ment was adopted limiting the of- 
ficers to the president, one vice- 
president and a secretary-treasurer, 
and reducing the number of execu- 
tive board members from 24 to 13. 
Formerly there were five vice-presi- 
dents. 

The convention, called by Martin, 
elected UAW president, is in its 
third day. The rival CIO group’s 
convention is set for March 27 in 
Cleveland. 

The Credential Committee’s  re- 
port at Martin’s convention indi- 
cated the delegates represented a 
maximum membership of 62,500 in 
120 locals officially represented. 
Seating of “rank and file” delegates 
from locals which have voted to 
support the CIO faction was ex- 
pected to increase the convention 
strength today. 

Fifty-three resolutions have been 
prepared for presentation to the 
session. Several of these dealt with 
establishing the cleavage between 
the union headed by Martin and 
the CIO, Congress for Industrial 
Organization. 

Aircraft Organization. 

Establishment of a special air- 
craft department within the union 
to stimulate organization in that 
industry, and similar attention to 
the farm implement industry, was 
provided for in another resolution. 

There was also a resolution to 
change the UAW’s name to the 
United Automobile and Aircraft 
Workers of America. Other pro- 
posals would extend “the principles 
and requirements of the National 
Labor Relations Act into the laws 
of every state in the union,” boy- 
cott goods produced in Germany, 
Italy and Japan; urge the United 
States Government to “open the 
doors of trade to the democratic 
representatives of Spain.” 

Resolutions adopted yesterday 
urged passage of a Federal anti- 
lynching law and of Federal laws 
“which clearly define the term ‘ag- 
gressor nations’ and thereafter to 
deny all trade relations, credits or 
loans to those so rated while per- 
mitting such assistance to their vic- 
tims.” 

Membership Claims. 

Martin said that delegates repre- 
sented a “75 per cent of rank and 
file membership” in the UAW. He 
said a credentials committee re- 
port showed 155 of 255 locals in 
good standing had sent 236 dele- 
gates to his convention, 

“These delegates control 629 
votes, which means that they rep- 
resent about 62,900 members of the 
UAW,” Martin said. 
he said, was exclusive of 24 rank 
and file delegations that have not 
yet been seated. 

Martin’s report of a 75 per cent 
majority was not in line with the 
UAW’s alleged membership of 375,- 
000, but Martin explained by add- 
ing that “we are taking into con- 
sideration only the membership in 
good standing.” 


LABOR NON-PARTISAN LEAGUE 
ACTS FOR CIVIC IMPROVEMENT 


Resolution Also Urges Support of 
Candidates Pledged to Carry 
Out New Deal Policies. 

A program for political action for 
civic improvement is contained in 
a resolution adopted yesterday at a 
meeting of Labor’s Non-Partisan 
League. A committee was appoint- 
ed to obtain a St. Louis and St.

“At least, that is what Ohio, 
Indiana, Illinois, Wisconsin, 
Michigan, Minnesota, Iowa, Ne- 
braska, Kansas, Oklahoma and 
six other, states in the Union 
have done. Thus, the Missouri 
board has aspired to be like the 
neighbors, 


Small-Time Receipts. 


“LET US EXAMINE the 1938 
Missouri tournament and make a 
few comparisons. The crowds, if 
a few hundred may be called 
crowds, paid $825.55 to see 16 
teams play for the championship 
of the State in Brewer Field 
House. 

“It cost $503.12 to pay the tour- 
nament expenses. The remaining 
$316.43 was pro-rated to the 16 
teams at the rate of $11.30 a day. 
That would hardly pay one-third 
of the expenses of teams. The 
State treasury profited nothing 
from the tournament. 

“The gross receipts at the State 
tournaments in Ohio and Illinois 
were about $16,000 each. Fans 
paid Iowa $14,912 and Minnesota 
$14,512. Kansas paic all expenses 
of its tournament, all expenses 
of the teams and had $2500 left 
for the State Association. The 
figures for Oklahoma and Ne- 
braska are not available but it 
is well known that they far sur- 
pass Missouri. 

“Iowa had 872 schools partici- 
pating in the 1938 State elimina- 
tions, They started with sectional 
tournaments which last year 
brought a gross of $31,869. Then 
followed the district event with a 
gross of $15,099. Finally the State 
tournament yielded $14,912 A 
grand total of $61,330 was paid 
by the people of Iowa to see their 
high school basketball teams in

Brookings Institution Says 
Government Economies 
Can Be Obtained 
Through Cut in Activities 


USELESS JOBS 
FOR POLITICIANS 


Survey Suggests Competi- 
tive Merit System, Career 
Service Budget Bureau, 
and Research Staff. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, March 6. — The 


Brodkings Institution made public 
today a study of governmental op- 
erations which concluded that no 
substantial savings could be ac- 
complished. by mere reorganization 


of executive agencies. 
“Sayings large enough to play a 
important part in bringing 
Government outgo down to the level 
of income can come only from elim- 
ination of certain types of activities, 
a step which involves large is- 
gues of public policy,” the study 
said. 


The report was prepared for the 
institution, a private research or- 
ganization, by Dr. Lewis Meriam, 
chairman of the Institute for Gov- 
ernment Research, and Dr. L. F. 
Schmeckebier. Both are members 
of the institution's staff. 

For Pruning Activities. 

The Brookings study, in support 
of its contention that little saving 
would result from elimination of 
overlapping and duplicating admin- 
istrative functions, pointed out that 
only 17.65 per cent of the annual 
budget goes for costs of administra- 
tion. Structural reorganization, 
Meriam and Schmeckebier de- 
clared, would directly and immedi- 
ately affect only the administrative 
costs. 

“The primary requirement for 
achieving substantial reductions in 
expenditures,” they asserted, “is to 
curtail functions and activities.” 

The Brookings men contended 
that this could be attained through 
a rigorous pruning or through re- 
examination of government policies 
in order to developing a consistent 
social and economic program. 

The study contended that the 
problem of excess Government per- 
sonnel did not arise primarily from 
duplication of activities by differ- 
ent agencies. 

Important Elements of Waste. 

More significant factors, it said, 
were creation of unnecessary posi- 
tions and filling them with political 
appointees, appointment of un- 
qualified persons, failure to reduce 
staffs when “organizational installa- 
tion” periods were over, and fail- 
ure to adopt efficient business 
methods. 

Three devices were suggested for 
attaining economy and efficiency 
in Government: “An honestly and 
efficiently administered” competi- 
tive merit system, a budget bureau 
under the President, “adequately 
staffed with career employes,” and 
& competent research and investi- 
gating staff under control of Con- 
gress. 

The latter staff, the authors con- 
tended, was needed to enable Con- 
tess to obtain independent reports 
On the economy and efficiency of 
the executive branch.

In Which a Possible Dark-Horse Candidate 


tion in 1940, House Majority Floor 
Leader Sam Rayburn, Is Introduced. 


Presidential Nomina- 


WASHINGTON, March 6. 
HE purpose of this piece is to 
introduce a possible dark-horse 


presidential nomination in 1940. He 
is not so dark, at that, as was War- 
ren Harding when Harry Daugher- 
ty first undertook to make him the 
Republican nominee of 1920. I 
hasten to add that no sugges- 
tion of a similarity to Harding 
is intended. Sam Rayburn of 
Texas is no Harding, or anything 
like one. 

Sam (not Samuel) Rayburn has 
been in the House of Representa- 
tives for better than a quarter of a 
century. He now holds. the key 
post of majority floor leader. In 
his youth Le decided that he want- 
ed to go to the Texas Legislature, 
become the Speaker there, then go 
to Congress and get to be its 
Speaker. All those ambitions have 
been achieved except the last. He 
is far on the road that leads to 
the Speakership—and it is con- 
ceivable the road will lead him to 
an even higher goal. 


I say it is conceivable, for it 
would be the height of folly to 
make any prophecy about the 1940 
Democratic nomination. Sam Ray- 
burn, though, is being talked about 
as one of the men—the very few 
men—who might pull together the 
conflicting factions of the Demo- 
cratic party. Secretary of State 
Hull, of course, is another, and if 
he were 10 or even 5 years young- 
er, he would be, I am convinced, 
the best bet today for the Demo- 
cratic nomination. But Hull is 67, 
and at the time of the next presi- 
dential election he will be 69. 


Bennett Clark in Shadow. 


There is also Bennett Clark of 
Missouri; Clark is not to be con- 
sidered out of the running, but— 
and it is a very large BUT—there 
lies across his candidacy at the mo- 
ment the deep shadow of White 
House antipathy. I do not say 
that he might not eventually win 
the Rooseveltian nod; if he does, 
it will be against the urgings of 
the palace politicians who surround 
the President and who regard the 
Missouri Senator, despite his rec- 
ord of gupport of a large percent- 
age of New Deal measures, as an 
ingrained conservative. Clark most 
decidedly does not suit their book 
Neither does John Garner, who 
has also got to be considered as 
a possibility: Garner is one of the 
most adroit men in public life and 
the shift of public sentiment evi- 
denced in the November elections 
has placed him, notwithstanding nis 
70 years, in a peculiarly strategic 
position. 

To come back to Sam Rayburn. 
When the balloting starts in the 
Democratic convention of 1940, the 
Texas delegation will have as its 
candidate Cactus Jack Garner, and 
it will cast its votes for him in a 
genuine effort to put him over. 
They will not be merely compli- 
mentary favorite-son votes, to be 
thrown to another candidate after 
a ballot or two. But—and this is 
the point—if and when those votes 
are released, they will go with en- 
thusiasm to Sam Rayburn. 
Rayburn stands far better with 
the New Dealers around the Presi- 
dent than does either Clark or Gar- 
ner. It is hard to fasten a label 
on him, but I should say that he 
might properly be called a realistic 
or a pragmatic liberal. He is cer- 
tainly no Tory. He is no Tory be- 
cause, if for no other reason, he is 
an intense realist. He recognizes 
the need for social reform. He 


knows the country will never go 
back to the political and social 
philosophy which it voted out of 
the White House in 1932. Certainly, 
on his record, the New Deal can 
have no proper quarrel with him. 


Example of His Service. 


I recall him vividly in his chair- 
manship of the House Committee 
on Interstate and Foreign Com- 
merce when the Roosevelt admin- 
istration began. A truth-in-securi- 
ties bill, labeled an administration 
bill, was brought in. It was a pre- 
posterous bill, poorly conceived and 
badly worded, one that would have 
done more harm than good if it 
had been passed and got by the Su- 
preme Court. Rayburn showed it 
up for what it was. Not long after- 
ward, young James M, Landis, at 
the suggestion of Felix Frankfur- 
ter, was drafted to come down 
from Harvard and assist in the 
preparation of a securities bill that 
would do what it was intended to 
do and would stand the constitution- 
al test. Landis and other bright 
young men of the New Deal, aided 
by Rayburn, wrote the bill that 
later was passed, 


I suspect that Rayburn at the 
beginning, like most of his col- 
leagues, distrusted the Landises 
and the Coreorans and the other 
Bright Minds that did so much of 
the legislative drafting in this pe- 
riod. He came, however, to have 
high respect for their abilities, as 
they came to have high respect for 
his. Rayburn steered the securi- 
ties bill through the House, as later 
he steered the bill that created the 
Securities and Exchange Commis- 
sion, and other important meas- 
ures. His judgment of Landis— 
now the dean of the Harvard Law 
School—was vindicated by the lat- 
ter’s brilliant work at the head of 
the SEC. 


Rayburn is not what is called a 
colorful character. Considering the 
importance of the House majority 
leadership, he is not much in the 
headlines. He is soft-spoken, diplo- 
matic, a harmonizer; but he is a 
fighter when he thinks the occa- 
sion demands. Unlike a good many 
of his Democratic colleagues, he 
went loyally down the line for the 
President’s reorganization bill in 
the last Congress. He and Garner 
are warm friends and in funda- 
mental political philosophy they are 
not unlike. He was Garner’s cam- 
paign manager for the presidency 
in 1932, and as such it fell to him 
at the Democratic convention, with 
the full consent of Garner, to lead 
the historic shift of .the Garner 
strength that resulted in the nom- 
ination of Roosevelt and, the selec- 
tion of Garner for the second place 
on the ticket. 


Colleagues Like Him. 


Rayburn is 57 years old and high- 
ly personable. His colleagues in 
the House like him. The newspa- 
per correspondents give him one 
of the top-notch ratings among 
Congressmen for allround useful- 
ness, ability and integrity. His rec- 
ord encourages the belief among 
his Texas friends that Roosevelt, 
however much the President might 
prefer a Hopkins or a Murphy as 
his successor, would not withhoid 
his blessing if Sam Rayburn’s avail- 
ability as a middle-of-the-road can- 
didate, able, perhaps, to unite the 
right and left wings of the party, 
should impress itself upon the Dem- 
ocratic convention. 

Anyway, the Rayburnites in Con- 
gress—and they are not all Texans, 
by any means—have high hopes. 


Their man will bear watching.

SOVIETS SAY GERMANY PUTS 
RED ARMY AT 1,800,000 MEN 


Figures from Reich Military Mag- 
azine Published in Moscow 
Without Comment. 

By the Associated Press. 

MOSCOW, March 6. — Pravda, 
Communist party organ, publishes 
German figures giving the peace- 
time strength of the Soviet army 
as 1,800,000 men. 

The figures are taken from a 
German military magazine but the 
fact that they are published here 
without comment indicates that the 
Soviet Government is not unwill- 
ing to let Russian and foreign 
readers take them seriously. 

The same tabulation also shows 
an increase in Soviet air strength 
from 6000 to 9000 warplanes be- 
tween 1936 and 1938. 

It gives no naval figures but 
credits the Soviet Union with 30,000 
light machine guns, 23,000 heavy 
machine guns, 1600 pieces of heavy 
artillery and between 6000 and 10,- 
000 tanks. 

The last official Russian figures, 
issued several years ago, gave the 
Red army’s peacetime strength as 
1,300,000 and merely listed thou- 
sands of airplanes and tanks.

CRITICAL VOICES 
RIS IN REL 
GOEBBELS ADMIT 


Propaganda Minister Says 
Nazis Must Frequently 
Deny Responsibility for 
Conditions. 

By the Associated Press. 

LEIPZIG, Germany, March 6.— 
Dr. Paul Joseph Goebbels scornful- 
ly assailed Nazidom’s “carping 
critics” at home yesterday and ad- 
vised against outside attempts “to 
block healthy business with Ger- 
many” as he opened the 1939 Leip- 
zig fair. 

“Germany must live and Germany 
will live,” the Propaganda Minister 
declared. 

To the British public he addressed 
the special advice to support Ger- 
many’s efforts to decrease the dis- 
proportion of goods owned by Brit- 
ain and this nation because they 
would decrease the causes of ten- 
sion in Kurope. 

Inadequate Share for Germany. 

Referring to the scarcity of food- 
stuffs and raw materials in this 
country, he said: 

“The German nation has been 
inadequately treated in the distri- 
bution of the treasures and goods 
of this earth.” 

It had been necessary, he said, 
“to introduce a number of unpopu- 
lar measures.” 

“From the point of view of the 
Western democracies,” he went on, 
“it is extremely easy to criticise 
these measures in a spiteful and 
superior manner.” 

He did not specify the measures, 
but it was taken for granted that 
he referred to the rationing of cer- 
tain foodstuffs. 

Critical Voices at Home. 


“Time and again, too,” he said, 
“we National Socialists find it nec- 
essary to reply to critical voices 
raised at home that we are in no 
wise responsible for the lamentable 
condition of affairs.” 

The growth of the Leipzig fair 
from 4253 exhibitors in 1914 to 9800 
from 28 countries in 1939, the Min- 
ister asserted, was “another refuta- 
tion of criticisms of our economic 
policy which still occasionally are 
made within our own borders by 
highbrow intellectuals and profes- 
sorial theorists. 

“What serious alternative solu- 
tions can these carping critics ad- 
vance, compared to the success of 
our methods?” 

Turning to the four-year plan for 
self-sufficiency, Goebbels , said 
“there is no justification for skep- 
ticism in regard to the quality, use- 
fulness or suitability of the new 
German materials.” 

Superior to Old Materials. 
These, he asserted, were “for the 
most part superior to those made 
from the old materials.” 

With conversations between Ger- 
man and British industrial groups 
scheduled for this month, the Prop- 
aganda;dMinister advised the Brit- 
ish publie;“not to smile scornfully 
at the sight of the obvious dispro- 
portion in the ownership of the 
goods of the world which yawns 
between Germany and England.” 

It would be a good thing for the 
British public, he said, to support 
Germany’s efforts to reduce the 
disproportion because these endeav- 
ors “seem particularly suited to 
decrease the causes of tension in 
Europe—which otherwise are only 
too apt to increase .. ..” 

He declared it was impossible 
“to talk an obvious condition of 
tension out of court by dividing 
nations into haves and have nots.” 

“All attempts in the world out- 
side to block healthy business with 
Germany,” he added, “are foolish, 
not to say politically immoral. 

“For what else are we Germans 
to do if we wish to live? We have 
not yet any colonies from which 
to draw the raw materials we 
need.” 

He then recalled Chancellor Hit- 
ler’s warning Jan. 30 to the Reich- 
stag that Germany must “export 
or die.”

JEWS PREPARING NEW 
PLAN FOR PALESTINE 


It Calls for 10-Year Period of 
Immigration, Which Would 
Balance Population. 


By the Associated Press. 

LONDON, March 6.—Jewish dele- 
gates to the British-Jewish-Arab 
conference on Palestine are report- 
ed to be developing a counter-pro- 
posal for presentation tonight, in a 
fresh attack on the British plan for 
an independent Arab state in the 
Holy Land. 


They are expected to present the 
counter-proposal to Colonial Secre- 
tary MacDonald at a meeting he 
arranged in an effort to avert col- 
lapse of the conference. 

The British plan for Palestine 
would end the League of Nations 
mandate which British holds over 
the Holy Land and would set up 
an independent Arab state, allied 
by treaty with Britain, and with 
Jews relegated to minority status. 
Some of the Jews favored a plan 
whereby their race would reach nu- 
merical equality with the Arabs 
over a 10-year period of heavy im- 
migration into Palestine, this to be 
followed by the setting up of a bi- 
national (Jewish-Arab) state feder- 
ated with Iraq, Egypt, Saudian Ara- 
bian kingdom, Transjordan, Yemen 
and possibly Syria. 

There was little prospect the 
Arab delegates would accept such a 
plan because they are opposed to 
further Jewish immigration. 

If the British-Jewish talks fail the 
Jewish delegates are expected to 
withdraw from the conference, leav- 
ing a representative to listen to any- 
thing further the British Govern- 
ment proposes. 


Five Members of Arab Band Killed 
by British. 
By the Associated Press. 

JERUSALEM, March 6.—British 
troops killed five members of an 
armed band of rebels near Acre, at 
the Lebanese frontier, yesterday in 
a clash which followd the explosion 
of a land mine under a car filled 
with Jewish workmen. :

BELIEVE the milk control bill should 
I have been given more careful consid- 
eration. I think it would have been the 
means of getting a better price for the 
producer without increasing the cost to 
the consumer. 

If something isn’t done soon to im- 
prove the condition of the producer, St. 
Louis is going to find itself without an 
adequate supply of milk, because the 
producer cannot continue indefinitely 
shipping milk to the city, getting less for 
it than it costs him to produce it. Do you 
know that the producer is getting less 
for his milk now than he got for it be- 
fore this inspection was inaugurated. For 
100 pounds of high-grade milk (12 gal- 
lons) I received $1.88 net, a fraction of 
a cent over 15 cents a gallon. 

Do you know that milk which the dis- 
tributor sells in the city for 10 to 14 cents 
per quart, is bought from the farmer for 
less than 4 cents per quart? The farm-. 
ers are asking for a price for milk which 
will give them some show for profit above 
production cost. They have asked that 
for every dollar the consumer spends for 
milk the producer be given 45 cents and 
the distributor 55 cents. That would 
give the distributor and the producer both 
a chance to make a living.

OUR INDOLENT JUDGES. 

A severe indictment for indolence, documented 
with facts from the record, is lodged against the St. 
Louis Circuit Court in a story published on Page 1 
of the Post-Dispatch today. The record shows that 
the number of cases disposed of by the court has de- 
clined in the past six years by nearly half. A simi- 
lar decline is shown in the aggregate number of days 
devoted to tfials by the civil jury Judges. 

Presently pending in the court are more than 9000 
cases, and if these should be disposed of at last year’s 
snail-like rate of progress, more than 19 months 
vould be required to clear the docket, if not another 
case were filed. By a comparison of records, the 


conclusion is reached that this paralyzing congestion 


is almost wholly traceable to the procrastination and 


| lethargy of certain Judges who have been placed on 


the bench by the Dickmann-Hannegan-Waechter 
Democratic machine. 

Although the political complexion of the bench in 
the past six years has changed from largely Repub- 
lican to wholly Democratic, the report shows the 
widest variation in the records of individual Judges, 
both as to the number of cases disposed of and the 
number of days devoted to trials. 

At one extreme is Judge Charles B. Williams, with 
an average of 126 cases a year. At the other extreme 
are Judges who have to their credit only a little 
better than a third of the number of cases handled 
by Judge Williams. Toward the foot of the list are 
Judges Connor, Rowe, Flynn, Padberg, Joynt and 
Ward. Judges Russell, Kirkwood and Scott appear 
to have been more diligent, although neither in the 
number of cases disposed of nor in the number of 
days spent in the trial room does their record closely 
approach that of Judge Williams. Judges Oakley, 
O'Malley and Sartorius occupy a sort of middle po- 
sition. 

As bad as is the record in the absolute sense, it is 
worse when it is considered that even those Judges 
doing the most work were pursuing a comparatively 
mild routine. Each enjoys a two-month annual va- 
cation. 

For their services, our Circuit Judges receive $8000 
a year. It might be presumed that for this sum they 
would devote themselves with reasonable assiduity to 


their duties. Yet the record proves indisputably that 


the majority have been inactive and indifferent. Cer- 
tain Judges, presumably to cover up a bad record, 
have had a colleague go into their division, declare 
court in session and then retire. 

Justice delayed is justice denied. Delay means the 
death or dispersal of witnesses and the fading of 
their memories as to pertinent facts. It means in- 
convenience and expense to litigants who deserve a 
prompt hearing of their causes. 

In New York, an exact record, in hours and min- 
utes, is kept of the time that Judges spend on the 
bench. It is clear that some similar check is needed 
in St. Louis. Legislation for the mandatory pub- 
lication of statistical reports on the courts and the 
individual Judges would provide a healthy stimulus 
toward increased attention to duty. 

Meanwhile, for reports on which to base an esti- 
mate of their Judges, the people of St. Louis must 
rely upon records presented by the newspapers. In 
the report published today, there is data which ought 
to be borne in mind against the time when these 
Judges must run for re-election. 
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The marriage health bill must impress Justice 
Hart as an excellent example of Government inter- 
fering with business. 
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THE MUSICIANS’ UNION GOES TOO FAR. 

Labor unions are justified in demanding their 
rights, but they injure their cause when they insist 
upon unreasonable concessions. In that category 
come two recent actions by the Musicians’ Union. 
First, the union sueceeded in barring university band 
music from the inter-collegiate hockey games at the 
Arena some 10 days ago. Last week end, it scored 
the mighty triumph of keeping the McKinley High 
School band out of a Boy Scout parade held in con- 
nection with the Elks’ lodge observance of American- 
ism week. The union also vetoed plans for use of 
the firemen’s band and the Sixth Infantry band in 
the parade. 

Student bands do not deprive union musicians 
of employment; they play at events that would not 
ordinarily employ. professional players. “Going out 
for the band” is a legitimate part of college and high 
school activity, and the student -musicians are cus- 
tomarily present at sports events and other func- 
tions—that is, unless a grasping labor leader says No. 

Union musicians got no employment at the hockey 
games—the $152 charge was prohibitive. They got 
no jobs at the Elks’ parade—an American Legion 
drum and bugle corps furnished the music. The 
only success scored by the union's strategy was to an- 
tagonize the students of four universities and a high 
school, the Elks’ lodge, the Boy Scouts, the fireman, 
the Sixth Infantry and the patriotic supporters of 
Americanism week. No enemy of union labor could 
have planned it better than to see the musicians’ 
leaders over-reaching themselves in this fashion.

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GARGOTTA’S DAY IN COURT. 

After 27 continuances, through as many terms of 
court, Kansas City’s notorious Gargotta case was sup- 
posedly ended last December when Prosecuting At- 
torney Graves filed a motion of dismissal. This ab- 
ject surrender of the law to a professional gangster 
brought a blast from Gov. Stark which shook the 
rafters of the Pendergast machine’s politico-crimina] 
headquarters. It also aroused forces that, armed with 
the law’s authority, have mobilized against Kansas 
City’s reign of terrorism. 

A Jackson County grand jury, under the leadership 
of Judge Allen C. Southern, has returned indictments, 
not merely against the underworld’s smal] fry, but 
against the big shots, notably Carrolla, Il Duce of 
the gambling racket. Now the grand jury has re- 
indicted Gargotta, having been instructed by Judge 
Southern, in his charge, that an indictment could be 
brought on “any criminal charge which has hereto- 
fore been dismissed,” if they believed it should be 
“revived and prosecuted.” 

If ever @ crime shrieked for prosecution, it is that 

i Gargotta. The circumstances are familiar. 
Gargotta and his associates had just done a job of 
gang killing when Sheriff Bash and a deputy hap- 
pened along. Two of the gangsters drove their car 
straight at the Sheriff, who shot and killed both of 
them. A third assailant bore down on him, pistol 
in hand, but dropped his weapon and begged for 


merey when the officer turned his riot gun on him. 
The man, so Sheriff Bash said, was Charles 
Gargotta. 

There’s an item of perjury in the wretched narra- 
tive, of which Gargotta was the beneficiary, but the 
fact that this criminal was never brought to answer 


at the bar of justice for his attempted murder of} } 


Sheriff Bash is directly chargeable to the inaction of 
Prosecuting Attorney Graves. 

So the Gargotta story is not ended. The seemingly 
closed incident is not closed. Another chapter is to 
be written. It will be written in the broad light of 
Gargotta’s day in court. 7 
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THE NEED FOR A STABLE CURRENCY. 
Just as the administration is showing an interest 
in restoring investor confidence, Senator Thomas of 
Oklahoma introduces a disturbing element. by toying 


with the Damoclean sword of inflation. This invet-| 


erate champion of soft money advocates an additional 
reduction of 20 per cent in the gold content of the 
dollar and also proposes the issuance of three billion 
dollars in new currency. 

At no time in the past seven years, one would say, 
have the chances been less for the Oklahoma Senator 
to carry Congress along with him on the inflation 
issue. Nevertheless, under the emergency powers 
with which Congress endowed him early in hig first 
administration, President Roosevelt has the author- 
ity to do most of what Senator Thomas advocates 
without consulting Congress. The special rider which 
Senator Thomas succeeded in attaching to the orig- 
inal AAA legislation stands, and still permits the 
President to issue three billions of additional cur- 
rency whenever he wishes. The President also has 
the right, without further action by Congress, to 
reduce the gold content of the dollar an additional 10 
per cent below what it was prior to 1934. 

These powers should be repealed. The 40 per cent 
devaluation of the dollar which has already been 
tried accomplished little toward its avowed object 
of raising commodity prices. To try more of the same 
treatment would be sheer futility. Nor can it be 
argued that our position in international trade is 
strengthened by virtue of the President’s possession 
of the power of devaluation. The British pound is 
pegged at about the same relative gold value as the 
dollar, and is likely to remain there. 

As to the power to expand the currency, the sup- 
ply of cash and credit already is abundantly ample. 
The supply of credit in relation to the effective de- 
mand for it has never been so great in the nation’s 
history. Bank deposits today total approximately 52 
billion dollars—within one billion dollars of the all- 
time peak in 1929. But capital investment is run- 
ning at only 25 per cent of what it was in the six- 
year period before 1929. As a result, this enormous 
pool of credit is being kept by the banks either in 
idle cash or in tax-exempt government bonds, 

What is needed is not an increase in facilities for 
credit but measures to encourage business and in- 
dustry to make expansions to absorb the super-abun- 
dant credit we already have. Any factors which 
create a threat of inflation or render uncertain the 
future value of the dollar simply tend to weld us 
in the grip of depression. The President’s emer- 
gency powers to change the value of the dollar and to 
expand the currency should be repealed and returned 
to Congress, which is their constitutional repository. 
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THE DUKE’S FAREWELL TO THE CASTLE. 

The Duke of Northumberland is feeling the pinch 
of penury. 
Here he is in the bright bloom of 26, a footloose and, 
for all we know, a fancy-free bachelor, and his hard- 
earned but slenderized royalties from the coal mines, 
what with income and inheritance taxes—well, it’s 
more than a little bit of all wrong.

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A NEMESIS TO CROOKS. 

By forcing assurance in a House debate that the 
special intelligence unit of the Treasury Department 
will not be crippled because of certain clauses in the 
appropriation bill, Representative John J. Cochran 
has done the taxpayers of the nation a great service. 
This investigating agency of the Bureau of Internal 
Revenue, despite the fact that it can show a return 
of $30 for every $1 expended, has been getting an 
annual allotment of less than $1,000,000. To cut this 
amount would be sheer folly. . 

There has been hardly a year without several in-: 
come tax evasion cases involving large amounts. The 
intelligence unit, although it has less than 250 men, 
has worked up the evidence in all these cases. Its 
record in Illinois alone is impressive. It got the evi- 
dence that convicted Capone and six of his gangsters 
of income tax fraud after other law enforcement 
agencies fell down on the job. It also was the means 
of convicting an Illinois State legislator, a member of 
the Cook County Board of Tax Assessors and Wil- 
liam H. Malone, former chairman of the Illinois Tax 
Commission, who got two years in 1937 for not pay- 
ing $59,000 in income taxes. 

Somewhat like the Capone case was the unit’s work 
that resulted in sentencing of a Seattle man last year. 
He was convicted of income tax evasions after failure 
to get him on allegations of narcotic peddling, smug- 
gling and systematic extortion from gambling 
houses. 

Somewhat more prosaic is the aftermath of crim- 
inal prosecution. Almost always a few nervous in- 
dividuals will voluntarily come in, report that they 
owe certain amounts in taxes—often in six figures— 
and ask to settle. The intelligence unit, acting as an 
all-seeing eye, does yeoman service, receives little 
credit, and is almost entirely out of the public lime- 
light. It should receive a larger appropriation as a 
recognition of its services and as a means of increas- 
ing the nation’s revenues.

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Sulfanilamide: A Great Medical Discovery | Murphy 


New powers of life-saving drug continue to be revealed; scientists expect to find as | 
yet unknown uses for chemical that brings about destruction of many kinds of | 
germs; splendid results in curbing highly fatal Type III pneumonia and child-bed 
fever; may be of value against the viruses that cause infantile paralysis and colds.

perature of 106 degrees. The girl was suf- 
fering from spinal meningitis and this al- 
most invariably fatal disease in such an 
advanced stage usually causes death within 
afew hours. Yet in this case death did not 
come, Doctors injected small amounts of a 
drug into the girl’s tissues and watched 
carefully for results. They were prompt in 
coming; in two weeks the child was cured. 
The life-saving drug was sulfanilamide. 

Sulfanilamide’s healing powers are not 
limited to a single type; this substance and 
closely related chemicals have produced 
startling cures in a wide variety of germ- 
disease. Every month technical papers on 
sulfanilamide appear in the world’s medical 
journals, and so rapidly are chemical com- 
pounds now being investigated that physi- 
cians already find it almost impossible to 
keep up with the latest research. Thus, 
there is already a bibliography of 305 papers 
which have been digested for the book on 
which this paper was, in large part, based. 

Maternal welfare is one of the country’s 
biggest problems. More than half of the 
annual 2,000,000 births take place in families 
that are either on relief or whose total in- 
come is less than $1000, and each year 14,000 
mothers die at childbirth. One of the causes 
of these deaths is child-bed fever, a devas- 
tating infection by bacteria that invade the 
wounds of child-birth. Sulfanilamide was 
first tried as a treatment for this disease 
two years ago in England where the child- 
bed fever death rate was 22.8 per cent. 

Dr. Leonard Colebrook, a research man 
in London, treated 200 stricken mothers with 
‘the white drug and succeeded in cutting 
mortality figures to about 5 per cent. Fur- 
thermore, mothers were able to return to 
their families sooner, because sulfanilamide 
|administrations halved the time necessary 
for complete recovery.

In other diseases sulfanilamide is no less 
effective. Erysipelas, originally called St. 
Anthony’s Fire, is a burning and itching 
skin disease that usually kills one or two 
out of every 20 persons it attacks. It is 
particularly deadly at the extremes of age, 
its infant mortality rate ranging from 75 
per cent upwards. Medical records of 1000 
sulfanilamide-treated cases, however, show 
a death rate of less than 1 per cent. 

Seventy-five to 90 per cent of gonorrhea 
eases are benefited by the drug—most of 
them in three to five days—and the list of 
further diseases that have responded to 
sulfanilamide treatment includes scarlet 
fever, epidemic meningitis, acute tonsillitis, 


septic sore throat, and possibly undulant 


fever. And medical tests may find as yet 
unknown uses for the chemical that brings 
about the destruction of many kinds of 
germs and has saved thousands of lives. 
The initial applications of the drug to 
pneumonia originated at The Western Penn- 
sylvania Hospital’s Research Institute. The 
investigators selected for their studies the 
deadliest of all the 32 pneumonia germs, 
which is Type III After finding that 
sulfanilamide gave splendid results when 
fed to pneumonia-stricken rats, they gave 
it to a series of 25 patients who were af- 
flicted with this highly fatal Type III germ. 
At the same time 54 Type III cases received

Yet even in this | 
little explored field, sulfanilamide has set | 
scientists thinking. | 


Investigators at the National Institute of 
Health in Washington found that for some 
unknown reason a compound containing this 
drug, while it was powerless to destroy bac- 
teria, proved strikingly potent in curbing 
a virus-caused mouse infection known as 
choriomeningitis. This malady, however, is | 
a comparatively unimportant one, even in) 
mice, and the favorable results here would | 
not necessarily lead to the view that the 
compound would affect any of the viruses 
that cause major illnesses in man. 

Within the past year there have been 
indications that sulfanilamide is helping to 
point the way toward the development of 
a virus-conquering chemical. Investigators 
at Columbia University used a newly de- 
veloped compound with remarkable curative 
effects in treating the virus-caused distem- 
per in ferrets, rabbits and cats. Distemper 
viruses of animals are closely related to 
those that cause influenza and the common 
cold in man. 

Doctors have to watch sulfanilamide- 
treated patients carefully. From many case 
studies they have discovered that even the 
pure drug can sometimes injure tissues. 

Fortunately such eases are not common 
and they can usually be met by prompt 
measures calculated to counteract the ef- 
fects of cell destruction. The fact, however, 
that unfavorable results can occur is a re- 
minder that sulfanilamide is safest when 
administered under the direction of a physi- 
cian prepared to meet any emergencies. The 
drug is clearly not a universal remedy to 
be bought and used by anyone who bothers 
to walk to the corner drugstore.

It seeks to decide whether sub- 
jectively the employer meant “to 
bargain, “regardless of all objec- 
tive considerations, such as wheth- 
er the claims are just, whether they 
are practicable, whether there is 
a settlement, whether it is observed 
by the two parties. In practice this 
means that the employer is coerced 
by the Government into a bargain- 
img conference which he cannot 
leave without falling foul of the 
law, whereas the employes may go 
on strike if they do not like the 
bargain offered to them, 

» * * 

Surely this is in principle what 
it has proved to be in practice: a 
device which aggravates rather 
than conciliates, intensifies rather 
than settles, the disputes among 
labor unions and between unions 
and employers. 

The remedy is to reorganize the 
whole thing so as to create in fact, 
rather than in name, a National 
Labor Relations Board. The first 
step in such a reorganization would 
be to remove fro the board’s 
functions the protéction of civil 
rights and place that in the De- 
partment of Justice. 

The second step would be to re- 
define its functions in dealing with 
the organization of labor by giv- 
ing the board the power to hold 
elections in industries on the peti- 
tion of some percentage of the em- 
ployes, but not to decide what shall 
be the unit or the type of labor or- 
ganization. 

The third step would be to make 
the board an agency for concilia- 
tion, fact finding, mediation and 
perhaps eventually of arbitration, 
with power not only to go into the 
merits of disputes but with power 
to hear complaints in regard to 
the observance of the settlements 
of disputes.

Then the board would really be 
charged with promoting peace and 
justice in national labor relations. 
As now set up, it is charged with 
one item in the list of civil liber- 
ties, with an ambiguous duty to 
foster labor organization, and with 
the absurd function of promoting 
collective bargains, regardless of 
their merits, regardless of whether 
there are any bargains. 

Its name is totally misleading,

Prepares for Coronation Next 
Sunday; Hundreds of Thous- 
ands to Witness Event. 


By the Associated Press. 

VATICAN CITY, March 6.—Pope 
Pius XII took over the duties of 
presiding over the far-flung activi- 
ties of the Roman Catholic Church 
yesterday. 

Besides preparing for his corona- 
tion next Sunday, he received the 
heads of various divisions of the 
church and numerous other Vati- 
can functionaries. 

The Pontiff greeted the callers in 
groups in the throne room, express- 
ing his appreciation for their serv- 
ices, especially in the interval be- 
tween the death of Pius XI and his 
own election to the throne o: St. 
Peter. 

He singled out Mgr. Edorado De- 
sceuffi for a special conversation. 
Mgr. Descuffi was a school com- 
panion of the Pontiff. 

Others among those received were 
the editors of l'Osservatore Romano, 
Vatican City newspaper; Salesian 
Fathers who are charged with 
translating communications into 
different languages; and Prince 
Ruffo Della Scaletta, Minister of 
the order of Malta to the Holy 
See. 

The Pope gave each caller a 
medal bearing his own likeness as 
Cardinal Camerlengo, or adminis- 
trative head of the church during 
the interval between Pius <XI's 
death and his successor’s election. 
It was considered likely that 
Pius XII's coronation would be 
witnessed vy the greatest number 
ever to see a Pope crowned,

Site on Which Conan Doyle Based His 


Novel, “The 


Lost World.”

SCHENECTADY, N. Y., March 6. 
—Discovery of a lost village where 
perfect happiness exists on the 
slopes of an area Conan Doyle used 
as the site for his novel, “The Lost 
World,” was announced today at 
Union College. 

The village lies in a huge gorge, 
nearly half a mile above sea level 
but still more than a mile below 
the flat summit of Mount Roraima, 
British Guiana and Venezuela, 


which Doyle used as the fictitious 
site for his story of throwbacks 


of the earth’s earlier days. 
It was discovered a few weeks 
ago by Dr. Paul A. Zahl, re- 


search associate of the Haskins 
laboratory in Union College, who 
returned last week. 

His expedition also found the first 


authentic “lost world monsters.” 
They are only ants, but they are 
two inches long, the largest on 
earth. In the village they are 
called “four-sting,” from the belief 
that four stings at one time bring 
death. 
Waterfalls 10 Times Niagara Drop. 
Finally, Dr. Zahl reported discov- 
ery near Roraima’s mists of two 
waterfalls, each estimated at about 
10 times the drop of Niagara. It 
was the first, and highest, of these 
waterfalls that led to the vil- 
lages. The explorer’s attention was 
attracted by a column of mist ris- 


peting a plateau that spreads com- 
paratively flat 50 miles out from 
Roraima’s base. 

He traced this mist to the lip of 
an uncharted gorge, that dropped 
down in the midst of the jungle. 
Over the edge of the gorge the 
Uitshi River, in the dry season a 
stream 200 feet wide, plunged 1200 
to 1600 feet, all estimates indicat- 
ing the latter. 

He named the place the George 
VI Falls. While exploring’ the 
gorge, he came upon an Indian vil- 
lage, about three miles below the 
falls. His guides, and the inhabi- 
tants, told him these people had 
never before been visited by white 
men. 

Finds Tribesmen Happy, Peaceful. 

The Indians were aboriginal. Yet 
their life impressed Dr, Zahl as so 
idyllic that he remained a week. 
He found “practically perfect” hu- 
man relations among them. He 
said he never noticed a sign of 
anger, only laughter and general 
happiness. His photographs, par- 
ticularly a family group, bear out 
this spirit. 

Dr. Zahl gaid these Indians were 
@ great contrast to those found 
near white settlements or mission 
centers. Indians who had frequent 
contact with whites showed marked 
development of the weaker traits 
of the white race, such as jealousy, 
treachery and anger. 

The tribesmen told him of a sec- 
ond falls, another three miles down- 
stream. They said they had never 
seen these falls because they feared 
them. Dr. Zahl soon learned why. 
As his party approached within a 
mile, the gorge narrowed, heavy 
mist drenched the explorers and 
the roar of the waters rose so that 
Dr. Zahl said he could believe the 
expression “too noisy to think.” 

Trip Started by Plane. 

Dr. Zahl left the coast bound for 
the Mount Roraima foothills, in a 
seaplane piloted by Art Williams. 
In three hours the plane covered 
250 miles that have taken other ex- 
peditions six weeks, 

Through low lying clouds the 
plane followed the course of the 
Mazaruni River. Within 50 miles 
of Roraima increasing frequency 
of cascades disclosed the last pos- 
sible stretch on which to set the 
plane down. 

The landing put him and a com- 
panion, G. T. Chislett, former mem- 
ber of the Brazilian-British Guiana 
Boundary Commission, on a sand- 
bar in mid-river with no imme- 
diate means of getting ashore. 


The plane then flew off to drop 


a note asking for aid to be sent 
from a nearby mission.

He also collected 2000 smaller 
ants, up to an inch long, of the 
species Ponerine. , All 4000 came 
back with him on the steamer Lady 
Hawkins to Boston, housed in glass 
bottles.

On landing he left the ants to 
get acclimated in the Haskins Lab- 
oratory at Harvard. It is hoped the 
ants can stand the last lap to Union 
College in about a fortnight. 

Dr. Zahl is 29 years old. He was 
born near Chicago and reared in 
Sacramento, Cal., where his parents 
still live. He attended Marquette 
University, Northwestern. Univer- 
sity, North Central College, Illi- 
nois and Harvard.

Says Physician

NE of the latest health meas- 
(ors of treatment to be called 

to my attention is the pine bath. 
While Americans certainly can be 
said to appreciate the daily bath 
and enjoy its benefits, they do not 
indulge in medicinal baths as much 
as do Europeans and other foreign 
peoples. It is not easy to obtain in 
America the preparations of flow- 
ers, herbs and nature’s plants to 
add to the bath water, for the pur- 
pose of relieving fatigue and serv- 
ing hygienic purposes, 

A pine bath really is an age-old 
practice, but it recently has been 
revived in the United States. It im- 
mediately makes a hit with any- 
body who tries it because pine has 
a number of healthful effects, being 
applicable to many parts of the 
body. The soothing effect of pine, 
its restful quality and the pleasant 
effect on the nose and throat are 
what have caused the location of 
sanitaria near pine forests. 

The pine bath can be made in 
various ways. The most primitive 
method is to boil or steam the 
needles and buds until you have a 
brew which is sufficiently aromatic 
that when added to the bath water 
it gives the desired effects. If you 
are so located that it is impossible 
to obtain the material directly from 
the trees themselves, the oil of pine 
can be obtained at a drug store, 
which, thinned and dropped in the 
bath water, will do the same thing. 
Of course, care should be taken not 
to make the mixture too strong as 
it requires very little to obtain de- 
sirable effects. 

Perhaps the most striking effect 
of the pine bath is in a general 
state of fatigue. It is slightly rube- 
facient, that is to say, it causes a 
redness and increased circulation of 
the skin, and this, in conjunction 
with the odor and the clearing of 
the nasal passages and the nose, 
produces a wonderfully relaxing 
and stimulating effect. Little rheu- 
matic pains or stiffness of the joints 
also are favorably affected by this 
rubefacient quality. 

To anyone who is engaged in a 
nervous and continually high-strung

The full value of a bath as a 
pick-up is not felt unless one takes 
it slowly and luxuriously. At least 
20 minutes should be given to it, 
with thorough rubbing of the skin 
afterwards so that you feel as if 
your skin were tingling with vi- 
tality.

There is a bigness that is power 
and there is. another bigness that 
is weakness. Bullying is the indi- 
cation of the unfortunate sort. 

Go over the bullying one’s days 
and nights with a thoughtful intent. 
What is there that he tries to do, 
or wishes he could do, that he fails 
in doing? Who is there that he en- 
vies? Is he as much beloved as 
other children? Has he clothes 
that suit him? Is he passably good- 
looking? How are his lessons? 
How is his health? What are his 
lacks? It is in his lacks that you 
find the answer to his need for 
making himself big enough. 

There is a sort of overgrowth 
that doctors recognize on sight. It 
is the result of imbalanced glands. 
If you happen on an overgrown 
boy who cries easily, who behaves 
like a “sissy,” among the others; 
who looks like a big boy and be- 
haves like a little one, don’t both- 
er telling him about it. Tell the doc- 
tor, and don’t delay. Bigness 
among children is something for 
parents and teachers to consider 
gravely. It may mean leadership; it 


may mean helplessness. Watch it.

Don’t 
get ingulted if you are told you 
haven't any more sense than you 
ay born with, for that’s true, 
Educators and psychologists con- 
tinue to wrangle over whether 
one’s intelligence quotient, the 
learning power one is born with, 
changes throughout life, but the 
psychometrists—and they are the 
experts in the field of mental tests 
and measurements—are sure there 
is no question about it.. Thousands 
of sets of questions devised to test 
native reasoning and judgment, ir- 
respective of acquired facts, re- 
vised through experiments and 
applied to hundreds of thousands of 


same result, that a person gets the 
same score on an intelligence test 
at 10, 15, 20, 40 or 50, that he did in 
The examiners ad- 
mit only disease and accidents to 
the brain as causes of exceptions to 
the rule. 
But don’t let your low intelligence 
quotient get you down or your high 
Persons with 
high IQs have produced some dis- 
mal failures. Persons with low IQs 
have gone on to achieve notable 
success. Many factors and @ircum- 
stances—opportunity, environment, 
education, the choice of a vocation, 
enter into the prospect of success 
or failure. 
Many contributing qualities of 
character, personality, social ad- 
justment, mechanical skill, special 
aptitudes, are not measured by 
mental tests. High abilities may 
be dissipated through misdirection, 
On the other hand, a person with 
relatively little native endowment 
may avoid situations which show 
up his weak points and seek those 
which will display his strong ones. 

George R. Johnson, director of 
the division of tests and measure- 
ments of the Board of Education, 
believes thoroughly in the theory 
that one’s brain can be measured 
in much the same way as one’s 
weight and height. He has a fund 
of stories to illustrate how the in- 
telligence quotient can be made 
a reliable guide in steering people 
back to the right track when men- 
tally they have lost their way. 
“T was bright enough in high 
school, but I am rotting out,” a 
nervous young man told Johnson 
about a year ago. The youth, 
whose score in mental tests given 
periodically in the schools had all 
along been higher than the aver- 
age, which is 100, was in his third 
year at a university but still a 
freshman in the engineering course. 
He declared himself unable to make 
better grades no matter how hard 
he tried. He felt disgraced and had 
a panicky desire to leave school 
before he was asked to,

OHNSON put the boy through a 
whole day’s testing. His mental 
maturity score came out 124.5; 
his college aptitude score, 128. How- 
ever, the tests showed great un- 
evenness in various types of intelli- 
gence, He was low in all non-lan- 
guage subjects, in numbers, in mem- 
ory of details and in spatial rela- 
tions, just the qualities most needed 
in engineering.

Questioning revealed that en- 
gineering never had been the boy’s 
choice of vocation, but his father’s.

The boy’s fa- 
ther was warned that forcing his 
son to work in a field which em- 
phasized his intellectual weaknesses 
was giving him a sense of inferiori- 


ty, making him nervous and might 


ultimately result in a serious emo- 
tional upset. The boy changed to 
a liberal arts course and just the 
other day he strutted into the board 
office with the first “A” grades he 
had received in college. 

All pupils in the public schools 
are given mental tests in groups be- 
fore they enter the first grade and 
repeatedly before they finish the 
eighth grade. Summaries in the 
entire system have shown 100 to 
be the median. Pupils have been 
found with IQs of practically 0 to 
180. The odd ones, those whose 
progress does. not agree with the 
promise which might be expected of 
their IQs and those suspected of 
being subnormal are referred to 
headquarters for special examina- 
tions and educational adjustment. 

Johnson tells of one pupil who 
nine years ago was a probable can- 
didate for a special school for the 
backward. Since readjustment, he 
has become a leader in his class. 

“We found him to have an IQ of 
112, although he had to repeat the 
fourth grade for the fourth time. 
little muscular inco-ordination

double, These physical disabilities 
slowed him up; also there was a 
tempermental disposition to take 
his time, to deliberate and be cau- 
tious.

In three different schools 
to which he was transferred he 
tried the patience of teachers be- 
fore they were convinced of our 
findings that he wasn’t dumb but 
slow. In the third school he be- 
came class orator, a selection based 
on the merits of his composition 
in competitive tryouts. His essay 
could be the best because no time

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limit was placed upon its prepara- 
tion. His oratory was effective, be- 
cause deliberation is one merit of 
speechmaking. 

“That was a gratifying vindica- 
tion of the reliability of intelligence 
tests as applied to a child who su- 
perficially had been judged feeble- 
minded,” commented the psychom- 
etrist. “That boy will get along 
all right if he chooses a vocation 
not dependent on manual or mental 
speed,” 

Why bright pupils fail and dull 
ones succeed better than their IQs 
would indicate, Johnson reduced to 
these generalities: 

“As a rule the bright ones, hap- 
pily, are well balanced emotionally 
and temperamentally. Exceptions 
are found where with superior men- 
tality there is lack of purpose, in- 
ward rebellion and conflicts, lack 
of co-operation or weakness, sub- 
missiveness, lack of self-reliance 
and dominance. An “I Will” is as 
good as an IQ any day. 

“In the same way dullness may 
be compensated for by a nice dis- 
position, personality, a spirit of co- 
operation, a willingness to work 
hard. . Aesop never heard of intel- 
ligence tests but he put the whole 
idea neatly into his tortoise and 
hare fable.”

A salesmanager asked advice 
about a young man he was thinking 
of hiring as a salesman. After 
stressing good points of the boy’s 
character, personality and ambition, 
the school principal reluctantly ad- 
mitted the intelligence rating was 
not high.

“A man like that,” Johnson com- 
mented, “should not become an ex- 
ecutive but can have much success 
under the direction of someone 
else.”

With 
a grin, he admitted his own IQ is 
not in the genius division. He won- 
dered “how it would feel to sit 
back with a 170 IQ and watch the 
dumbbells go by.” 

His interest and confidence in 
scientifically administered mental 
tests is in their applicability to edu- 
cational adjustments. 

“Ideally,” he said, “work should 
be assigned according to a child's 
ability to do it. Even in crowded 
classes a teacher learns to detect 
abnormal degrees of mentality; 
these are sent here for special test- 
ing and on the findings teachers 
can be guided in showing patience 
with a dull child and expecting 
more of a bright one.” 

He feels a melancholy responsi- 
bility when he must advise parents 
whose children are mentally sub- 
normal, 

“Information must be given, how- 
ever, as a doctor is obliged to give 
the bad news of an X-ray report. 
Kindly professional advice can save 
such parents much needless expense 


and disappointment.” 
o . 

E think themselves the parents of 

prodigies, on the other hand 
sometimes is amusing. Members of 
the department are not surprised 
when a child presented as a mental 
giant turns out to have an IQ around 
110. Occasionally they do find a 160 
or 170 IQ and parents are advised 
to follow the same principle used 
in the schools, keep the genius 
busy with a number of activities 
which will help to develop abilities 
in a well balanced way. 

Parents are warned not to let 
the child think of himself as ex- 
ceptional and to train him to feel a 
responsibility toward his less gifted 
comrades. These’ children probably 
will become leaders, Johnson says, 
and the importance of giving them 
the right training for leadership 
cannot be overemphasized. 

“The most difficult parents to 
deal with,” said the psychometrist, 
“are those whose children have 
IQs slightly below normal, between 
80 and 90.

BEWARE OF PITY

F all the detestable and de- 

moralizing vices, I do believe 

pity heads the list. A man may 
become addicted to either liquor or 
drugs and yet regain his physical 
and spiritual health. He may steal, 
lie, commit arson and bigamy, even 
kill—and yet be salvaged. But if 
he once develops a taste for pity, 
either as a giver or a taker— 
heaven help him! 

Trouble is we think that pity and 
sympathy are synonymous. Which 
they aren’t. Sympathy is a noble 
and necessary quality. But pity is 
an insidious termite which under- 
mines any character it attacks. 
However, since they both look 
alike on the surface, we make no 
distinction. As a consequence, we 
go around sloshing pity like a fire 
hose over our unfortunate broth- 
ers. Not to mention the big, wet 
tears we spill over our poor, dear 
selves. Never dreaming, that we’re 
thereby demoralizing our own and 
our neighbor’s honesty, spunk and 
self-respect. 

Sympathy is unselfish, Pity is 
nearly always completely selfish. 
The cussed uses to which pity may 
be put are endless. As a tool for 


egotism, it’s a honey. You'd re- 
ceive a well-deserved sock in the 
jaw if you told your fellow man 
that he was a fool and a shiftless 
weakling. Yet you convey all this 
—and then some—with a few pity- 
ing phrases . .. thereby boosting 
your own stock 100 per cent and 
leaving him like a plugged nickel, 
but not knowing what to do about 
it. 

Not only is pity the perfect ca- 
mouflage for egotism, but it is also 
the answer to the meddler’s pray- 
er. With it as a pretext, you can 
do more snooping, spying. bossing 
and general heckling than the 
whole Nazi army. And, again, your 
victim doesn’t know whether you 
should be kicked or kissed. 

And you haven't heard the half 
yet! While you are using pity to 
gratify your conceit or serve your 
snoopiness, what’s the other fel- 
low doing? If he’s a weakling, 
he’s cashing in on it—plenty! Be- 
fore you came along with your 
pity, he probably faced his trou- 
bles with a fair amount of courage. 
If he couldn’t keep his chin up, he 
at least kept it dry. Now, under 
your assiduous attentions, he be- 
comes a chronic whiner. Whey be 


a hero if you can command far 
more cash and attention by being 
a quitter? Why sweat for a living, 
with sobs paying 12 per cent? 

So from being a convenient alibi, 
pity rapidly becomes a racket which 
has every other con game backed 
off the boards. More trusting 
friends and relatives have been put 
on the spot . . . more industrious 
citizens have been deprived of their 
cash and security ... more wives 
have been exploited ... more timid 
maidens driven into matrimony... 
by the boo-hoo boys than by any 
other vicious device. 

But pernicious as these public 
practices are, none of them can 
hold a candle in vileness to self- 
pity. No disease, no enemy, no ac- 
cident, no financial loss or tragic 
grief can possibly harm a man as 
much as his own self-pity. In- 
sidiously but completely, it de- 
stroys his self-respect, ambition, 
honesty and courage. Self-pity is 
the foulest form of suicide : 
for it destroys a man’s soul while 
his debased flesh lingers on. If 
you must destroy yourself or your 
neighbor, use poison or bullets or 
knife—but don’t descend to the 
slimy depths of pity.
